DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2 and 5-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-2 and 5-6 are allowable because the prior art of record neither 

anticipated nor rendered obvious that a fabrication method of a liquid crystal display 
panel comprises various steps with specific features recited in claim 1 as follows: 

exposing entire surface of the gate pad and data pad protection electrode of the 
pad part by a etching process using etching gas passing through opening region of the 
cutting-off plate without forming a photoresist pattern as shown in Fig.1 1 . 

The prior art of references do not teach the etching gas pass through opening 
region of the cutting-off plate without forming a photoresist pattern as claimed.
